its base on stormy market days bro- 
kers howl and shout themselves hoarse 
of voice and red as to faee in their ef- 
forts to borrow money or to lend it sit 
the best prevailing rates. 


Every day around the loan post from 


$3.".,0<HJ,IHXJ to $.-»(j,<:il(),(x>0 is loaned to 
needy stockbrokers to tide over their 
deals or to complete big transactions 
already under way. On a very busy 
day or at a panicky season the strain- 
hie about the loan post take-! on the 
appearance of an active Irish fair. Lv- 
ery dollar thus loaned on tlie lloor of 
the exchange is secured by collateral 
security considered gilt edged by lh« 
man with the money. 


These money lenders of'tho exchange 


turn capital over rapidly. 
Mo--t of the 


money is loaned 0:1 "call." sa}1- ;: ci.r- 
mspondont of the I'lt'.shti.'g Dispatch, 
which means that tlie leiitlt r may call 
it In at any tlaio. an! seldom is it 
loaned in this way for longer than thir- 
ty to sixty diijs. The rate ef Intero.-:! 
changes often, but it Is usually on :,ti 
ascending scale. In panic times It ha< 
been known to go as high as 50 and <>0 
per cent. Kussoll Sage, who ha-< been 
lending money for si.\ty yesir.s, is the 
largest private money lender In the 
Vnited States.

THE CHINESE LANGUAGE. 


r'Ofessor Herbert A. Gllt-s Kxplulnx 


Sonic of Its I'cculluritieN. 


Professor Herbert Allen Giles of 


Cambridge university recently deliver- 


(1 the llrst of a course of six loctim s 
which he is to give in Havcmeycr hull 
it Columbia university, in New York, 
nadcr the new Dean Lung foundation. 
President Nicholas Murray Butler in- 
troduced the speaker, whose particular 
topic was "The Chinese Language." 


After explaining that the spoken and 


written languages of China were en- 
tirely distinct Professor Giles stated 
that the former was more easily to be 
icquired than French or German, but 
that a proper knowledge of the latter 
demanded' a lifetime of study. 
In 


pointing out how root ideas are adapt- 
ed by the Chinese to surrounding cir- 
cumstances the lecturer said: 


"To express the words 'flattery' ano 


treacherous' the Chinese use the char 
actcr meaning 'woman' in connection 
•vlth other characters. 'Friendship' Is 
expressed by two hands, 'brightness' 
by the sun and moon in conjugation 


eodncss' by a woman and a child, 


and so on. Originally pictures, the 
characters have now become words." 


Information has reached Xew York 


that policies aggregating $750,000 1mvu 
been taken out on the life of Marconi 
by the Wiroltss Telegraph company of 
Great Uritain. This is one of the most 
interesting eases ever reported where 
persons not directly ivlatod to the in- 
sured have sought protection against 
loss through the death of a great in- 
ventor, Siiys tho New York Post. Th< 
risk has been reinsured among a half 
do/.en English companies, although a 
single policy was written covering the 
entire amount. The beneficiaries ap- 
plied for insurance on the ground that 
tho death of Marconi would jeopardize 
tboir interests and Interfere seriously 
with the carrying out of their project. 


While no American life company 


was concerned in tho venture, there 
can be little doubt that such insurance 
would have been issued in New York 
city had the risks been applied t'or 
there. 
Although American companies 


avoid such risks as u rule, adhering 
strictly to tbe contnu-l which aflords 
protection to'tin; relalhes of the In 
sured person, yet in cases where the 
insurablo interests tire in peril and 
' properly provided for policies are is- 
sued without question. The insurance 
taken out on the life of Marconi is 
similar to the policies now outstanding 
at Lloyds, London, against the death 
of J. Pierpont Morgan of Now York. 
In tho case of Mr. Morgan insurance 
was asked for by persons who had 
never seen him and were not in anv 
way related to him, hut the protection 
was granted on the ground thai a 
proper insurnblc interest existed in the 
applicants' connection with great en- 
terprises with wl'ose inanngoment Mr. 
Morgan wan identified. 
So far as is 


known Mr. Morgan is the only Ameri- 
can whoso life, has been thus insured 
at Lloyds.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


The ProTtlcm of SIi»nlt»»eou« M«n- 


SU^CM lit the itame KadiuM. 


At an early period of the practical 


history of wireless telegiaphy it MUS 
seen that the usefulness of this urt 
might be considerably curtailed by the 
fact that but one message could be 
rausmitted between any two stations 
within the sphere or "radius" of influ- 
ence of the transmitter, since the nt- 
.empt to transmit even two messages 
at one time would result in an unin- 
telligible mixture of both messages. 
Several imentors have been more re- 
•ently at >-ork trying to o-\ ercome this 
defect, and, it is claimed, with success, 
notably Dr. Lodge, Signor Marconi and 
Dr. Slaby. The plan followed by these 
jcntlemen has been that of einplojing 
a syntonic or tuning method—that is, 
the transmitting and receiving circuits 
are adju&ted or "attuned" to a given 
rate of electrical oscillations. 


It Is a well known experiment that 


when two tuning forks having au iden- 
tical fundamental rate of vibrations are 
placed in suitable proximity either fork 
may be set into vibration by air waves 
set up by the other fork, and neither 
will be set into vibration by another 
fork of different note. The tuning fork 
is a persistent vibrator by \lrtue of two 
qualities which it possesses, elasticity 
and inertia. 
W^hen struck a smart 


blow, it moves from its point of rest. 
Directly Its elasticity returns it to its 
point of rest its inertia carries it past 
that point, its elasticity returns it to 
zoro point, inerttia carries it past, aud 
so on, until the resistance of the air and 
other causes stop It. Analogously an 
electrical circuit may be given, in al- 
mobt any debii od propoi tiou, the equiv- 
alents of mechanical inertia, elasticity 
aud resistance. In Inductance, capacity 
and obmic lesl&tancc respectively, and 
the weight of electric oscillation of a 
circuit may be -uu'led by varying these 
factors — the smaller the factors the 
higher the rate of oscillation. 


When, thon, the receiving circuit of a. 


wireless telegraph Astern is accurately 
tuned to oscillate in harmony with the 
transmitting circuit, which can be done 
by giving the respective circuits prac- 
tically equ^l inductance, capacity and 
resistance, the receiving circuit will re- 
spond only to the oscillations set xip by 
n transmitter correspondingly tuned. 
At least this is bi lolly the theory on 
•which those experiments are based. 
In experimenting Marconi and others 
have, it is stated, found that perfect 
syiitouy be*\vocn the respective sta- 
tions is not absolutely essential, but 
that If there is a marked divergence if 
frequency of oscillation between then
